boss, Dave Gergen, views his 
actions more with sorrow than 
anger.

challenge of that slogan. 


We did emphasize that the 
best 
overall 
diet 
for 
dental 
h e a l t h 
is 
a 
nutritionally 
balanced diet chosen from the 
four food groups daily. But what 
about 
snacks? 
Can 
they 
be 
chosen from the meat group, 
the 
milk 
group, 
fruits 
and 
vegetables, breads and cereals? 


Approved Snacks 
The obvious answer is, “ they 
surely can.” An official release 
from 
the 
American 
Dental 
Association, for example, lists 
rawr celery or carrots as good 
snacks. Also milk and cheese. 
Nuts. Hard-cooked egg's. Fresh 
fruits such as apples, oranges 
and bananas. Even popcorn and 
soda crackers. Sugarl.ess gums 
and sugar-free soft drinks. 
That’s quite an array of ac­ 
ceptable snack foods, one that 
hardly 
cramps 
your 
style. 
Dentists particularly disapprove 
of cookies and candy which are 
high in sugar content. 
The background for this is 
worth repeating here: 
Frequent eating of foods that 
contain sugars — particularly 
between meals — contributes 
to tooth decay, according to 
dentists.

colorless film of 
harmful bacteria called plaque 
is constantly forming on you 
teeth 
and 
gums.

formed from bacteria normally 
found in a healthy mouth.
